| Highway Signs 

The provincial government will have 
wide public approval in its campaign to 
control and restrict signboards along high- 
ways in Alberta. Among the new regula- 
tions formulated by the Town and Rural 
Planning Advisory Board are these 

Signs, signboards and other advertis- 
ing, except directional] signs, are prohibited 
from ali land adjoining any main or sec- 
ondary highway not included within the 
limits of any city, town or village 

Directional signs may not be more than 
three feet high and two feet wide. 

No signs may be placed within 500 feet 
of.a railway crossing or a turn in the road 
They must be painted and kept in proper 
repair. 

As an essential step towards preserving 
the natural beauty of the countryside, 
these new regulations will have excellent 
effects. Nothing is quite 80 ugly and de- 
pressing as a series of flamboyant board- 
ings that crowd between the motorist and 
the scenery. 

Moreover, the presence of these flaunt- 
ing signs adds materially to traffic haz- 
ards. Many an accident has occurred be- 
cause Signboards have interrupted the 
clear view at an intersection or a turn in 
the road 

If Alberta proposes to do any consider- 
able tourist business after the war, this 
present step will be a useful one. Tourists 
like to see the country, not necessarily to 
feast their eves on the merits of products 
advertised for sale.
